There has been for some time a growing 
demand among breeders for simplification of the 
Holstein publication field. This breed has been 
the only one of all the dairy breeds having more 
than one publication devoted to its interests. 
The recent death of Mr. Houghton, publisher of 
the Register, practically throughout its long ex- 
istence, made necessary that this “pioneer of 
Holstein-Friesian breed literature” be sold to 
settle the estate and the purchase by the WORLD 
and its consolidation is the logical outcome. 


The WORLD, by this purchase, assumes all 
subscription contracts of the Register, and will 
carry them out in full. Subscribers paid in ad- 
vance to both publications will receive the 
WORLD for the full period of time covered by 
both separate subscriptions, and those who were 
subscribers of the Register alone, will get the

files of old photographs and half-tones, complete 
bound volumes of the Register from its begin- 
ning in 1886—as well as a large stock of breed- 
ers’ supplies, herd registers, pedigree blanks, etc. 


The Holstein-Friesian Register was founded 
by Mr. E. P. Beauchamp, of Terra Haute, Ind., in 
1886—the year after the formation of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America itself, but 
was purchased by Mr. Houghton in 1888 and has 
been published by him for the past 40 years. 
During those early days it performed a service 
of inestimable value to the industry in spread- 
ing the gospel of the Holstein-Friesian breed. 
Down through the years it has continued a con- 
servative policy, first as a monthly, later as a 
semi-monthly, and more recently in monthly 
form again. 


We of the WORLD are not unappreciative 
of the responsibility that goes with the produc- 
tion of the only publication devoting its entire 
energies to the service of the Holstein-Friesian 
industry. Now, added to the quarter century of 
WORLD service, during the last fourteen years 
of which the present management has been con- 
nected with it, are the 42 years of friendships, 
associations and service of the Register, cover- 
ing almost the span of the breed in America. 
In assuming this responsibility, we pledge our 
best efforts to carry on the traditions of the past 
as reflected in the needs and opportunities of the 
present and future in the Holstein-Friesian in- 
dustry. We extend to the readers of the Regis- 
ter, both old and new, a most cordial welcome 
into the WORLD family. As always, we invite 
your suggestions, criticism and assistance in 
making the enlarged WORLD of the greatest 
possible usefulness to the Holstein-Friesian 
industry. 
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The Only Five-Generation Group of 
1000-Lb. Cows 


in a year are still highly re- 
garded, although the Holstein 
breed has produced going on sixteen 
hundred cows and heifers in the 
United States and Canada that have 
made such records. Somewhat less 
than four per cent of these 1,000-lb. 
Holsteins have produced one or more 
daughters that have exceeded this 
figure, five of the sixty odd cows that 
have done this being members of the 
Ona family. To date, if my figures 
are correct, there are seventeen 
three-generation combinations of 
1,000-lb. Holsteins in North America, 
five of these combinations being in 
the Ona family.

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Feeding For Dairy Profit 
By PROFESSOR GEORGE C. HUMPHREY, Director of Animal Husbandry, 


University of Wisconsin 
A Radio Address Broadcasted as a Part of the Program of the Linseed Meal Educational Committee, Jan. 1928 


HE attractiveness, success and permanency of dairy 
g farming and of other industries and commercial en- 

terprises depend in a large measure on the possibil- 
ity of profit. In well organized lines of business eonsid- 
erable time is spent discussing ways and means of secur- 
ing maximum profits. All of the factors involved in 
securing profits are carefully considered. As in other 
lines of business, a great many factors are involved in 
making the dairy farm ledger show a maximum profit. 
These factors involve managerial ability, investment in 
cows and necessary equipment, business organization, 
items of expense including feed and other overhead 
charges, a desirable milk product, markets, and time suf- 
ficient for plans to materialize. 

Dairy farming has become thoroughly established, 
markets for milk are reasonably well developed, and with 
an adequate and sometimes over-supply of milk, success 
in dairy farming hinges largely on managerial ability, 
dealing with feed, cows, business organization, and pro- 
ducing a desirable milk product. It is fair to state that 
dairy profits are difficult to secure and that dairy cattle 
and milk production constitute a highly specialized farm 
industry which challenges the keenest minds. It requires 
men who have gained, through experience and farm edu- 
cation, a knowledge of feeds and feeding, herd mnage- 
ment, and cows most suitable for converting feed into 
milk. 

Modern Methods Must Be Adopted 

To insure dairy profits from feeding, many traditional 
ideas and practices relating to cows, feeds and feeding 
must be set aside. There has been a remarkable change 
in the condition of affairs since commercial dairying be- 
gan in this country something over 75 years ago. The 
country in general has changed and become more settled, 
more congested and more advanced in development. 
Modes of communication and transportation are vastly 
different; capital investments and expense items are 
greater and represent larger amounts of money.. Credit 
items are likewise relatively larger, while profits tend to 
be greater or smaller, depending on the efficiency of the 
business organization concerned. These changes and in- 
fluences affect the dairy industry equally as much as they 
affect any other industry. The chief difficulty in main- 
taining profitable dairy herds, as well as in maintaining 
satisfactory living standards, lies in making proper ad- 
justments and readjustments. People live differently, eat 
differently, and even drink differently than was formerly 
the custom. The same may be said of cows, which are 
housed differently, fed differently, watered differently and 
milked differently. 

The dairyman of today is in a class with the manufac- 
turer. Available feeds represent so much raw material 
capable of being converted into a given amount of milk. 
Well selected cows of dairy breeding are regarded effi- 
cient machines for converting feed into milk. In fact, 
they are the only machines available for this purpose. 
Most successful dairymen have become efficient managers 
who improve every opportunity to secure maximum prof- 
its. Items of expense and income are balanced; inven- 
tories are taken into consideration; profit or loss is un- 
derstood; and satisfactory and scientific methods of man- 
agement are employed. Such are the modern methods 
of dairy farming—more or less ideal, but necessary to in- 
sure at least a fair return for money and labor expended 


and a fair degree of profit when undue misfortune does 
not occur. 


Profits Depend on Complete and Balanced Rations 

A large number of actual records secured from dairy 
farms in southwestern Wisconsin by the Wisconsin Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station cooperating with the State 
Department of Markets and the United States Department 
of Agriculture Bureau of Agricultural Economics indicate 
that the amount and quality of feed supplied to cows are 
most significant factors in profitable milk production. 
These records indicate that many cows are underfed. Of 
all the factors accounting for variations or differences in 


milk production, the quantity of feed supplied was appar. 
ently responsible for one-third of them. Herds of cows 
in practically the same average stage of lactation, having 
apparently the same productive capacities, and receiving 
practically the same kind of rations, except in amount, 
showed marked variations. There were instances where 
the low producing herds might have been profitably sup. 
plied with double the amount of feed and put in a clags 
with herds producing 60 per cent more milk. 

The quality of feed with reference to protein supply 
was responsible for one-fifth off the differences in the pro. 
duction of these herds. Cows in the early stage of lac. 
tation were often underfed both as regards quantity and 
quality of feed. It was evident that medium and high 
protein feeds like bran and linseed meal are essential in- 
gredients of rations for high milk production. Cows ad- 
vanced in lactation and with low productive capacity in 
many instances were overfed, resulting in too high cost 
of feed to insure maximum profits. A careful study of 
these survey records indicated the importance of provid- 
ing an abundance of feed, well balanced rations, and feed- 
ing cows in accordance with their individual requirements 
and productive capacities. 

What Constitutes a Balanced Ration 

To feed a balanced ration at all times consistent with 
the productive capacity of individual cows is the fine art 
of feeding for profit. The term “balanced ration” is not 
always clearly understood. It merely means a ration or 
a daily feed allowance sufficient to meet the requirements 
for keeping a cow in proper state of health and produc- 
ing milk to her full capacity. 

An abundance of good grass pasture furnishes the best 
example of a balanced ration for meeting all requirements 
of dairy cows. Evidence of this fact is the greatly in- 
creased flow and over-supply of milk during the early 
summer months when grass pasture is abundant. Prime 
grass pasture is Nature’s provision of a well balanced 
ration for milk production and for conditioning all classes 
of animals which receive the benefit of it. When natural 
grass pasture is in its prime and when it stimulates a full 
production of milk, it is a complete and well balanced 
ration in the following respects: 

It is highly palatable and cows eat it to their utmost 
capacity. : 

It is succulent, mildly laxative, and contains all of the 
nutrients necesary for healthy body maintenance and the 
production of a maximum flow of milk. The amount of 
digestible protein in relationship to other digestible nutri- 
ents provides a proper nutritive ratio, varying more or 
less, but averaging in the neighborhood of 1:6 or 1:7. 

It provides an abundance of minerals for body main- 
tenance and milk production, supplied from both grass 
and more or less sod turf which is naturally consumed. 

* Tt also provides an abundance of vitamin substances 
recently discovered by nutrition chemists as necessary for 
health and best condition of farm animals. 

Moreover, pasture conditions in the early months of 
summer offer a most suitable environment, including fresh 
air, warmth of sunshine, and freedom for getting the stim- 
ulating effect of exercise. 

Dairymen would be most fortunate if they could mar- 
ket all of the feeds produced on the farm in the form of 
prime grass pasture. It is to be regretted that the dura- 
tion of time when grass pasturé furnishes a complete and 
balanced ration is short—so short that it perhaps serves 
best in teaching the dairyman a lesson in feeds and in 
the art of feeding. Even in summer we must turn our 
attention to rations artificially prepared to imitate prime 
June-grass pasture. 

Requirements of Cows on Pasture 

Summer feeding for dairy profits is important. Many 
opportunities to feed for maximum profits this winter 
have been lost due to mistakes made during the past sum- 
mer. We have learned that pastures frequently result in 
keen disappointments. Pasture is variable and ranges

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Personal to World Advertisers 


HAT very human presentation of the subject of ad- 
I vertising by Merton Moore, which we featured in 

our issues of March 10 and 17, will bear re-reading. 
If you are not now making use of advertising in your 
Holstein business this discussion will help you to decide 
whether or not advertising could be made to pay you. 


It is not our purpose here, however, to lay emphasis 
upon the value of advertising or to solicit new business, 
even though we do regard it as more than a coincidence 
that the large increase in the number of breeders who 
have been using advertising space in the various publica- 
tions during the past year, has been followed by such a 
general improvement in the whole tone of the industry. 
What we do want to do here is to direct the attention of 
World advertisers specifically to those rules of selling laid 
down by this writer in the installment published March 17. 

Breeders generally recognize the importance of having 
neat pedigrees of animals which they are selling for 
breeding stock as well as photographs, but where many 
of us do fall down is in the matter of answering inquiries 
promptly with the information the prospective buyer 
wants. Moore stresses the matter of promptness in an- 
swering inquiries. We quote, 


“One day’s delay reduces your chances of sell- 
ing. Two days’ delay cuts down your chances of 
selling materially. Three days’ delay will likely 
prevent yeu from making the sale with your first 
letter. A week’s delay puts you in a position where 
you probably might as well not answer.” 


This seems like a rather drastic statement, but Mr. 
Moore leaves no doubt as to his sincere belief in its truth 
based on his own experience. The importance of prompt- 
ness in this connection will perhaps be better appreciated 
if you put yourself in the position of the one inquiring. 
A delay of a week or ten days or more is apt to put you 
in a frame of mind where you will be prejudiced in spite 
of yourself against the offerings described. 


This matter of promptness in answering advertising 
inquiries has had so much attention that we are inclined 
to believe advertisers are doing better in that respect 
than was formerly the case, but there is one point along 
this line brought out by Mr. Moore that we fear advertis- 
ers generally are disregarding—that is the matter of a 
systematic following up of inquiries. According to Mr. 
Moore, a second letter ten days or two weeks after your 
first answer to inquiries will bring vou one more sale out 
of each five inquiries on the average. Possibly, if every 
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other advertiser was following up his inquiries as care- 
fully and systematically as Mr. Moore does, the per- 
centage would not be as high as this. But any system 
involving as little trouble and expense as this suggestion 
and which will add anywhere near twenty per cent to the 
effectiveness of your advertising in terms of actual sales 
is worth your adoption as standard practice. 


An Encouraging Increase 


URTHER evidence of the increasing interest which 
F breeders are taking in the affairs of the industry igs 

furnished by the list of nominations for delegates to 
the forthcoming convention of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America at ‘Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The list, 
which was published last week, shows a total of 516 
nominations as compared with 421 in 1927 and 355 in 1926, 
Every state in the Union is represented with the excep- 
tion of Georgia. Secretary Seaverns advises that 203 
complete nominating petitions were filed, not including 
33 incomplete petitions which lacked the required number 
of signatures or nominated someone who was not eligible 
to serve as a delegate. 

From the foregoing it is evident that the coming con- 
vention at Milwaukee is going to be one of the largest if 
not the largest in the history of the Association. It is 
too early yet to get much of a line on what the con- 
troversial issues will be. One of the matters to come up 
will be the question of the purchase of the Brattleboro 
office building, which is important in the bearing it will 
have on the future of the policy of the Association in the 
long discussed question of consolidating all the offices of 
the Association under one roof. 


We understand there is to be a further discussion of 
the matter of color markings with an amendment to 
clarify and add somewhat to the specifications of colors 
which will debar registration. We are not yet familiar 
with the exact changes that are to be offered under this 
proposed amendment and therefore refrain from discuss- 
ing the subject at this time other than to say that it 
seems to us that the attitude of the breeders generally on 
this subject was quite clearly indicated in the discussion 
at Springfield last June. 


Considerable attention will likewise be given undoubt- 
edly to the new Herd Test, which, in the three months 
it has been in operation, has already attracted entries of 
201 herds containing 4,397 head and located in thirty dif- 
ferent states. 

The attention of members desiring to offer any amend- 
ments to the By-Laws is again called to the fact that such 
amendments are required to be in the hands of the Sec- 
retary forty days before the date of the meeting, or this 
year not later than April 27. 


A Holstein Booster Number 


E WERE pleased to note that the New England 
W Homestead, leading publication of the agricultural 

field in New England, issued a special Holstein 
number last week. The cover carried a double illustra- 
tion of a large picture of Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker, the 
twice All-American winner bred and owned in New 
England, and at the bottom a beautiful pasture scene 
showing Hon. Gerrit S. Miller and a part of his famous 
Kriemhild Herd, the oldest herd of our breed in America. 
The leading feature article was written by J. G. Watson, 
Live Stock Editor of the Homestead, and he took for his 
subject “New England Develops a Breed” with the sub- 
heading “Small in the beginning—Today it is dominating 
the industry.”

He was junior champion at Maryland State Fair and 
Trenton Inter-State Fair, and he was likewise first in his 
class at Eastern States Exposition. As his name indi- 
cates, he is a son of that famous sire of type and produc- 
tion, King Piebe of York, a son of Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King, out of one of the good daughters of King 
Segis Pontiac Count. He was bred and is now owned 
py H. E. Robertson, Robertson Farm, York, Pennsylvania, 
and this recent picture indicates that he is developing in 
a way that promises much for his showing on the 1928 
circuit in two-year-old form. 


May Walker Ollie Homestead 


REEDERS will learn with regret of the closing of the 
B long and illustrious career of May Walker Ollie 

Homestead by her death on March 17, at Femco 
Farms, Breckenridge, Minnesota. Had she lived about a 
month longer she would have been thirteen years of age, 
which is not an unusual span of life for a Holstein cow. 
but into these years May Walker Ollie Homestead has 
crowded achievement greater in many respects than that 
of any other cow of modern times. Her own record of 
1,523 lbs. butter, 31,610 lbs. milk stood as a UV. S. record 
for butter over all ages and breeds from December 1922 
to August 1927. Her greatest contribution to the breed. 
however, has come through her offspring, three of which 
have been of such outstanding conformation as to win 
All-American honors, a showing that no other cow has 
ever duplicated. One of her daughters has been twice an 
All-American winner and her All-American son has pro- 
duced an All-American daughter. Her two daughters that 
have won All-American designation have each made 
highly creditable production records and bid fair to follow 
in the footsteps of their famous dam as producers. 

That the Holstein public has not been unappreciative 
of the work of May Walker Ollie Homestead, has been 
demonstrated by the appraisals they have set on this 
family at public auction. May Walker Ollie Homestead. 
herself, was sold last July when past twelve years of age 
for $4,000. Her most famous son, Sir Inka May, now sen- 
ior herd sire at Carnation Farms, brought $12,000 at 
auction following the winning of All-American honors as 
a yearling bull. Another son was sold at auction some 
years ago for $6,750 to head the Alcock herd in Wiscon- 
sin, and her youngest son brought $6,200 last summer to 
take a place at the head of the Kellogg herd in Connecti- 
cut. Two of her daughters were sold at auction last 
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year, one of them bringing $7,100 from Senator Hardy of 
Canada and in whose herd she has since completed a 
yearly record of nearly 900 lbs. butter as a two-year-old 
and won her second All-American designation. Another 
daughter that was All-American two-year-old in 1924, was 
purchased by Femco Farms at $6,000. One of her older 
sons was sold privately some years ago to a bull agsocia- 
tion in Livingston County, Michigan, at a price which 
brings the total for four sons and two daughters up to 
over $40,000 in the past four years. All of these offspring 
are still living and we feel safe in making the assertion 
that these six outstanding animals could not be purchased 
from their present owners for the amount paid for them. 
Since her purchase by Femco Farms, she has dropped 
another heifer calf that is a full sister to the two All- 
American winners and we understand there are still one 
or two others of her offspring still living in Minnesota 
herds. 


May Walker Ollie Homestead was bred by J. M. Hack- 
ney of St. Paul, Minnesota, and is a daughter of the 
famous sire, Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. She 
was sold by Mr. Hackney to William Wright of Minnesota 
and purchased from him by the Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany where her great development took place. Follow- 
ing her purchase in the dispersal of the Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company herd last summer, her new owners, Femco 
Farms, made her the center of a remarkable extension 
display for the breed that accompanied their show herd 
over an extensive circuit last fall and the story of her re- 
markable achievements thus displayed was one of the 
most effective arguments for the Holstein breed ever put 
forward. Femco Farms report that she was apparently 
doing nicely following her freshening on February 27 and 
that her sudden death appeared to be due to a _ physical 
collapse. Although May Walker Ollie Homestead herself 
is gone, her achievements will continue as a _ bright 
chapter in Holstein history which time can scarcely dim.

Feeding For Dairy Profit 


(Continued from page 10) 


from bare ground and unpalatable weeds to what my be 
suitable varieties and growth of grass. It is oftentimes ex- 
pensive, owing to the fact that land devoted to pasture 
might be utilized for growing more productive crops. 
Under certain conditions it tempts cows to roam about 
and fall short in production in an effort to secure feed. 
We are inclined to depend too much on it and allow cows 
to run down in production and in condition of flesh to the 
extent that valuable feed is required in fall and early win- 
ter to restore them to normal condition. 

Pasture supplemented with other feed offers most eco- 
nomical returns. On many farms sweet clover has 
proved a drouth-resisting crop which serves well for pas- 
ture during the months of July and Augtisst. Pasture may 
be supplemented with hay, corn silage, green soiling 
crops, and other available feeds of this nature. When 
grass is in its prime cows may refuse to eat grain or con- 
centrate mixtures. This period is usually very short, and 
it pays to supply cows grain and other feeds to insure 
proper maintenance and a full production of milk. A 
mixture of equal parts of ground oats, wheat brain and 
corn meal, or a mixture of equal parts of oats and corn 
will serve well when fresh green pasture is more or less 
available. A concentrate mixture of greater variety may 
be required, and the condition and production of cows 
and the character of the feed available must necessarily 
serve as a guide in meeting full requirements. 


Providing Profitable Winter Rations 

In late fall, winter and early spring when cows do not 
have access to pasture, it is comparatively easy to con- 
trol and check rations for profitable milk production. It 
is important to have a good supply of feed available. The 
most satisfactory supply of farm grown feeds will consist 
of an abundance of good corn silage, legume hay, and 
grains like corn, barley and oats. A variety of other farm 
grown feeds will add to one’s opportunity. Soybeans for 
hay or for grain may be used to good advantage. Roots, 
though somewhat expensive to grow, add variety and pro- 
vide succulence in the absence of corn silage. Rye, 
though less palatable than other grains, may be used in 
place of corn. Barley is preferable for the reason that it 
can be used in place of either corn or oats. Other crops 
like soybeans, peas and flax may be used when it is not 
more profitable to sell them on the market and spend the 
proceeds for other concentrates. Dairymen who have suc- 
ceeded in growing alfalfa successfully are most fortunate 
—first, in securing relatively large yields of feed from an 
acre, and second in reducing the cost of the concentrate 
portion of the ration. 

The foregoing list of farm grown feeds is the raw ma- 
terial which the dairyman aims to manufacture into milk 
and sell at the greatest profit. The primary object in 
keeping cows, from the dairyman’s standpoint, is to con-

vert these raw materials into milk in a manner to secure 
greatest returns on farm investment. 

Like the manufacturer of automobiles, who has an 
abundance of iron and tin as raw materials and who must 
go on the market and buy upholstering, glass, paint, and 
finishing parts, to enable him to manufacture a complete 
automobile, the dairyman with his supply of home grown 
feeds must go on the market and buy additional feeds to 
make his ration complete for milk production. His com- 
plete feed supply should, therefore, include given amounts 
of wheat bran and linseed meal or their equivalent, de- 
pending on what is available, the market prices and what 
will best meet the situation. 

Wheat bran is regarded one of the most popular feeds 
for dairy cows. It is palatable, medium high in crude 
protein, rich in phosphorus, and laxative in its effect on 
the digestive tract. It is furthermore bulky and thus 
lightens and improves the physical character of concen- 
trate mixtures. 

Linseed meal is a most valuable feed for dairy cows, 
due to its high protein and phosphorus content, and its 
laxative and splendid conditioning qualities. It aids in 
keeping stock thrifty and vigorous, and many experienced 
dairymen use ten to twenty per cent of linseed meal in 
concentrate mixtures for cows even when other feeds are 
cheaper sources of protein. 

A considerable variety of other medium and high pro- 
tein-rich concentrates are available for the dairyman’s 
consideration in providing profitable dairy rations. The 
character:and quality of the home grown feeds, market 
prices, and what is available are the chief factors in de- 
ciding what may be used to the best advantage. A large 
number of concentrate mixtures have proved economical 
and satisfactory. These mixtures should vary in accord- 
ance with the kinds and amounts of home grown feeds 
and market prices. With a good quality of alfalfa or soy- 
bean hay to feed in combination with silage or roots, the 
grain mixture may become most simplified and home 
grown. 

One should not hesitate to buy concentrates when sat- 
isfied that returns from milk production pay good market 
prices for all of the feed consumed. Feeding cows 
throughout the year in a manner to secure the equiva- 
lent of 7,000 or more lbs. of milk insures profitable re- 
turns. To feed farm grown roughage and grain to cows 
that produce less than the equivalent of 7,000 lbs. of milk 
does not insure profitable returns or highest market 
prices for them. 

In figuring actual profits the manurial value as well as 
the productive value of feeds should be taken into con- 
sideration. The productive capacity of dairy farms in pro- 
viding an abundance of home grown feeds and excellent 
crops of all kinds constitutes the encouraging feature of 
dairy farming. In growing a greater abundance of feed 
and in profitably buying and converting feed into milk, 
one increases the volume of business and the total prof- 
its from milk production. 


In conclusion it may be said that breakdowns in dairy 
herd management incur greater losses than breakdowns 
in farm machinery. Cows use approximately fifty per 
cent of the rations supplied them for body maintenance 
when they are producing at full capacity. Without the 
other fifty per cent of feed they fall down in production 
and become star boarders. Balanced rations which meet 
the requirements for body maintenance and milk produc- 
tion, and water in abundance not colder than that from a 
deep well, are necessary in feeding for dairy profits. Salt 
should be supplied in a manner to give cows free access 
to it, and it is a good practice to feed it by adding one 
per cent of it to the grain mixture. Other minerals may 
be necessary, but these are best supplied’in having an 
abundance of legume hay like clover and alfalfa, rich in 
calcium, and a concentrate mixture including 20 per cent 
wheat bran, linseed meal, or other concentrates rich in 
phosphorus. Three to four lbs. of steam bone meal, spent 
bone black or acid phosphate with each 100 Ibs. of the 
grain mixture will supply both calcium and phosphorus. 
Limestone, wood ashes and marl may be used to supply 
calcium where a phosphorus supplement is not required. 
Potassium or sodium iodide in daily doses of 2 grains 
throughout the gestation period will prevent goiter or 
“big neck” in calves. 


Well balanced rations fortunately include all of the 
vitamins except Vitamin D, which is the one concerned 
ia the utilization of lime and phosphorus and which is 
supplied to dairy cows by contact with sunlight. :

Well ventilated stables that provide pure, fresh air 
and that are comfortably warm in winter are equally as 
important to insure dairy profits as are feed and water. 

Dairy cows are relatively thin fleshed and do not with- 
stand cold weather like beef cows. It is economy to keep 
them from becoming chilled and not to turn them out in 
winter except for a short time in the middle of the day. 

Milk production naturally starts and receives its 
It pays to have cows 
in good condition at this time and to treat them in the 


greatest impetus at calving time. 
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most favorable manner to insure a most successful lacta. 
tion period. Fresh cows should gradually be worked on 
to full feed, which ordinarily requires two to three weeks, 
At all times it pays to treat cows gently and follow a 
regular schedule in feeding, milking and caring for them. 
It furthermore pays to study and follow the practices 
of most successful dairymen and to cooperate with them 
where possible in cow testing association work, in buying 
feed, and in breeding to improve the type and production 
These are a few of the more important 
factors for consideration in feeding for dairy profits. 





CONNECTICUT HOLSTEIN BREED-

The annual meeting of the Con- 
necticut Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Association was held on February 29, 
at the Hotel Garde, Hartford, Con- 
necticut.

Erskine made a motion that the treas- 
urer be instructed to follow the di- 
rections in the resolution adopted at 
the last annual meeting in relation to 
investment of funds of this associa- 
tion. This was seconded and unani- 
mously carried. 

After a lengthy discussion of Calf 
Club work, it was moved that an 
amount not exceeding $100 be ap- 
propriated for prize money for Calf 
Club exhibits at the state fair with 
the provision that the $100 did not 
exceed the funds available for this 
work and further that the rules and 
regulations covering the awarding of 
prize money in 1927 be followed this 
year. This motion was seconded and 
unanimously carried. 

Then followed a discussion of the 
funds of the association and it was 
moved that the Board of Directors be 
requested to levy an assessment of 
not more than 25 cents per cow to 
provide funds for the operating ex- 
penses of the association. This was 
also unanimously passed by the mem- 
bers. 

Secretary Thorne announced that at 
the meeting of the directors of the 
New England Association held recent- 
ly in Springfield, it was suggested that 
a New England Field Day be held, 
preferably in Connecticut. Judge 
Peasley graciously extended an invi- 
tation to the Connecticut association 
hold their summer meeting at his Nut- 
meg Farm, Cheshire, Conn., and he 
also requested that the Connecticut 
association extend an invitation to the 
New England Association to hold its 
field day jointly with the Connecticut 
Association at his farm. It was voted 
to accept Judge Peasley’s invitation 
and the Secretary instructed to issue 
an invitation to the New England 
Association. 

The Secretary also brought up the 
matter of shortage of cattle in Ver- 
mont due to the recent flood. He 
stated that bull calves were needed 
and Mr. Gold started donations to this 
cause by offering a bull calf to some 
Vermont breeder. 


A discussion on increasing the mem- 
bership of the association then fol- 
lowed and it was decided to make an 
effort in this direction only at the 
annual meeting and the summer 
meeting of the association. 

A. N. Grissey, eastern fieldman for 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, was called upon to explain 
the plan under consideration for run- 
ning a bull train through the northern 
part of New England, and work on 
getting bulls for this train was start- 
ed. The matter of exhibiting county 
herds at the state fair was also taken 
up and the members were urged to 
take an active interest in promoting 
such an exhibit of county herds at the 
state fair. It was also suggested that 
a committee be appointed to take up 
the matter of proper health protection 
for animals on exhibition at the East- 
ern States Exposition with the man- 
agers of this exposition. 

It was moved and unanimously car- 
ried that the secretary forward a let- 
ter to the relatives of the late Secre- 
tary F. L. Houghton, expressing the 
appreciation of the members of this 
association for the great work done 
by Mr. Houghton for the Holstein in- 
dustry. 

It was also voted to pay the secre- 
tary of the association a salary of 
$50 per year. 

The following officers were elected 
to serve for the ensuing year: pres- 
ident, T. S. Gold, West Cornwall; 
treasurer, M. E. Pierpont, Waterbury; 
secretary, Harold Kelsey, Middletown; 
vice-presidents: Thomas Holt of New- 
ington, George Erskine of Cheshire, A. 
D. MacDonnell of Washington, Lyman 
Keeler of Danbury, William Brown of 
Central Village, H. O. Daniels of Mid- 
dletown, R. L. Birdsall of South Wil- 
lington, Thomas Wood of Waterford; 
directors at large: Charles Bridges 
of West Cornwall, Philo T. Platt of 
Newton, F. M. Peasley of Cheshire and 
Waldo S. Kellogg of Derby. 

The matter of delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention at Milwaukee next 
June was then taken up and the 
members asked to vote for two dele- 
gates to be selected. President Gold 
and A. P. Thorne were selected as 
delegates to the Annual Convention 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America.

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My Experience in Club Work 


On December 10, 1924, I attended a 
public sale of cows. There was one 
calf and when she was brought out 
to be sold I asked my father to let 
me buy her. He consented and I 
went into the house and settled for 
her out of my own money. We put 
her in a sack and brought her home 
in the car. 

The calf was in a very bad condi- 
tion because she had not had much 
attention. When I arrived home they 
laughed at me but I was a proud boy, 
nevertheless. 

I then decided to join a calf club 
in Howard county. There were about 
ten members in the club’ I received 
instructions at the meetings about 
feeding and when spring came, our 
county agent, Mr. M. H. Fairbank, 
told me to get the calf ready for the 
fairs. 

I started feeding and brushing her 
and she came around nicely. So 
when the county fair was held we 
took our calves there. I received first 
place and this gave me more spunk, 
so I went right on preparing her for 
Timonium. I clipped her about two 
weeks before the fair and washed her 
about three times during the last 
week before the fair. She was very 
hard to teach to lead but I got her 
broke pretty well. 

We took our calves out to Timon- 
ium on Monday morning and we were 
instructed at the grounds where we 
should place them. I received a good 
many ideas about fitting and showing 
dairy animals by watching the large 
dairymen prepare their stock. When 
the day came for the showing of club 


stock I was all excited. I arose early 
in the morning and fed and cleaned 
my calf. I did not give her any water 
until just before entering the ring. 
When the judge placed me _ second 
from the end I did not know whether 
I was second from the first or second 
from the end. At last the ribbons 
were given out and I received second 
place. This surely pleased me The 
award was fifteen ($15). 


I returned home to start another 
year of successful club work. On 
the first day of January 1927, a heifer 
calf was born to one of my father’s 
cows. She was of very good type 
and I decided to buy her. I decided 
to start preparing her for the coming 
fairs at once. 

When the Farm Bureau picnic was 
held I received first: place there. My 
next thought, again, was Timonium. 
I clipped her two weeks before the 
fair. When fair time came there 
were eighteen (18) entries in the 
Junior Yearling class, in which I 
entered mine. I received second 
place the second time and again I 
was very proud of my club work. 

I am now the owner of one cow, 
one heifer and one calf. I expect to 
stay in club work as long as the law 
permits and keep showing at the 
fairs. 

Well! club members what do you 
think of club work? If you ask me, 
I think it is the best thing a young 
man or woman could do to get the 
fundamental principles of farm life.

You will note that the _ cattle 
inquiries from the South continue as 
they have done for the past several 
mouths and we find that the inquiries 
for information about Holsteins are 
also numerous from the Southern 
States. 


FIELD WORK ACTIVITIES 
Mr. W. B. Barney 


Mr. Barney reports five meetings 
with an attendance of 440 people, 
nine conferences and three farm 
visits. 

The first and the latter part of 
February were spent in the East at 
which time several milk legislation 
matters were looked into and some 
assistance given to the New York 
State Association along these lines. 
Help was given the New York State 
Association in planning a program of 
work which bids to be the best in 
several years. The Association is 
now entirely out of debt and in shape 
to do very constructive work. At a 
sale held at Earlville during Mr. 
Barney’s work in New York, 170 head 
of cattle were sold for an average of 
$200 per head. The remaining part 
of February was spent at the Chicago 
office in preparation of reports, 
schedule of money prices at fairs, 
etc. 

Mr. R. E. Everly 

Mr. Everly addressed seventeen 
meetings with an attendance of 1,871 
people, was present at fifteen Hol- 
stein conferences, and made forty-five 
farm visits during the month. 

Mr. Everly had a very busy month 
as will be noted by the above para- 





graph. Washington and Oregon both 
held annual state association meet- 
ings with splendid attendance and 
good reports from the officers for the 
year of 1927. Plans were made to 
launch a Washington State Show 
Herd as well as to carry on their Ex- 
tension projects. The state Dairy- 
men’s Association meetings were also 
attended and addressed in both 
Washington and Oregon and the dairy 
business seems to be in the best con- 
dition in years. 

In conference plans were made for 
a large number of Black and White 
dairy cows in the four Northwestern 
States. 

Several calf clubs were assisted 
during the month and Mr. Everly 
helped at one county sale where a 
$200 average was realized on just 
good ordinary Holsteins with C. T. A. 
records. One county association was 
organized in Utah and breeders in 
the Northwest say there has not been 
such a demand for cattle during the 
past four years. 

Mr. E. M. Clark 

Mr. Clark has spent the entire 
month working in the Southern 
States. He reports eighteen meet- 
ings held with an attendance of 741 
people, eight conferences and four 
farm visits. He also erected and 
conducted one booth for a week at 
the Tampa, Florida Fair, the atten- 
dance being approximately 400,000 
people. In connection with this 
event Mr. Clark met the county 
agents and helped them plan a dairy 
program in which the Holstein breed 
will have a part. 

One week was spent at Greensboro, 
North Carolina where a dairy cam- 
paign, sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce, was conducted. At the 
close of the week, orders for two and 
one-half cars of Holsteins and one- 
half car of Guernseys were placed. 


Arrangements were made with the 
Georgia Association to run a Better 
Sire Train for about three weeks over 
five railroads. Pure bred bulls will 
be sold and a good share will be of 
our breed. Other meetings were held 
in Alabama, Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana. 


Mr. Clark reports that several Hol- 
stein herds in the Southern States 
are doing splendidly and are good 
examples to point out to hundreds of 
prospective dairymen. 

Mr. Allen N. Crissey 

Mr. Crissey spent most of February 
in the New England States and re- 
ports eight meetings with 260 atten- 
dance, 27 conferences and one farm 
visit. 

In New England the work being 
done is the re-organization of state 
associations. Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut having held their meetings 
during February. Extension plans 
were being made with various associ- 
ations for calf club work and publicity 
projects. 

Mr. Crissey spent one day in Mary- 
land assisting with the Frederick 
County Association meeting and in 
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conference with state Holstein 
officials, laid plans for the re-organj- 
zation of the Association. 

Several days were spent in Penp. 
sylvania attending county meetings 
and assisting in arrangements for 
their programs of work which wil] 
include considerable calf club and 
herd test work. Follow up work was 
done with the vocational teachers jn 
building up some Holstein calf clubs. 
Mr. Crissey assisted in preparing 
several applications for registry and 
addressed a meeting of welfare 
nurses. He also prepared consider- 
able publicity for local papers. 

Mr. H. R. Lascelles—West Centrai 

States 

Mr. Lascelles spent most of his 
month in Iowa, Kansas and Missouri. 
He reports ten meetings with at- 
tendance of 314, thirty-six con. 
ferences and thirteen farm visits. 

As a result of the Kansas State 
Holstein meeting six counties were 
started in organization plans for the 
vear and it was found that a great 
deal of interest is being shown in 
Kansas this year. At the Iowa State 
Holstein meeting which followed 
meetings of a number of county 
associations, plans were made for 
carrying along the new type of ex- 
tension activity. In Missouri the 
State Extension Committee met and 
planned a definite program of work. 

Fourteen newspaper articles were 
prepared and placed by Mr. Lascelles 
during the month. Plans were out- 
lined for a four-state news letter to 
be published monthly beginning in 
April. Mr. Earl J. Cooper 


Mr. Cooper attended the Wisconsin 
State Holstein meeting at Madison 
where 200 Holstein breeders 
gathered, the Iowa annual state 
meeting attended by approximately 
100, and the Kansas City gathering of 
75 breeders and others interested in 
Holsteins. One county meeting at- 
tended by 100 farmers was addressed 
in Wisconsin where herd test and 
calf club projects were explained. The 
rest of the month was spent at the 
office taking care of the general 
routine. 

Publicity and Advertising 


As Mr. Lacy expected to leave the 
office as of February 29th his entire 
month was spent in building up the 
literature of the office and in plan- 
ning and placing ads which will carry 
us in most publications until after 
June 1st. 

One new piece of literature was 
prepared during the month known as 
“Holsteins for Profit.’’ This little 
booklet is being made up chiefly for 
distribution at fairs and shows. It 
will take the place of more expensive 
literature and still give the interested 
party at the booth something worth 
while.

DRY SKIM MILK FOR CALF 
RAISING 

Calf raising experiments at Penn- 
sylvania State College show excellent 
results using dry skim milk, remixed 
with water, from the second to fifth 
weeks, and fed dry with grains from 
then to the end of four months. The 
Experiment Station’s 40th Annual 
Report summarizes the work by Pro- 
fessor Bechdel as follows: 

“It has been known and appreciated 
for some time that skim milk powder 
of good quality, reconstituted with 
water to a total solids content of 
nine per cent, has a value equivalent 
to fresh liquid skim milk. 

“An investigation was started dur- 
ing the past year to determine the 
advisability of feeding milk powder 
in the dry rather than in the liquid 
form. Thirty-five grade Holstein 
calves were fed experimentally in 
three groups. They were weaned to 
a dry ration when 34 days old. 

“The oldest group of 12 calves, on 
which data are now available. made 
an average daily gain of 1.36 pounds 
up to 6 months and were 95.7 per 
cent normal in size. The milk pow- 
der was discontinued when they were 
115 days old. These calves consumed 
a total of 105 pounds of milk powder. 
on the average, in addition to 120 
pounds of whole milk. The feeding 
of milk powder in the dry rather 
than the liquid form affords manv 
advantages in labor-saving. Less 
equipment is needed, also, and the 
precautionary measures for sanitation 
are reduced to the minimum. The 
results of this work to date prompt 
the advice that the calves should be 
changed to the dry ration at 6 weeks 
of age after feeding the powder in 
the reconstituted form up to that 
time. The dry mixture, at first. 
should contain not over 45 per cent 
milk powder, and preferably not over 
40 per cent. The percentage of 
powder should be reduced then as the 
calves grow older and consume more 
concentrates.”

IN FOUR YEARS

Rutgers Colantha Segis Grace 
991695 bred and owned by the Agricul- 
tural College at Rutgers University 
has just added another honor to the 
good Holstein herd at this Institution. 
Grace has just calved with a fine bull 
ealf after having produced as a Jun- 
ior two-year-old 18,961.5 pounds of 
milk and 629.259 pounds of fat in 
Class B ten-months division making 
her a champion for age in her divi- 
sion. There is a very interesting 
story connected with the performance 
of this heifer for she is none other 
than the daughter of Burke Sadie 
Vale 364769 who brought first honors 
to the College in 1924 with a World’s 
Record for mature cows in class B 
ten-months division. It will be re- 
membered that Sadie had her picture 
in the New York Times Sunday 
Supplement as being an important 
cow at Rutgers. Her record was 21,- 
136.4 lbs. of milk and 669.45 lbs. of fat 
in 305 days in Class B. She is a 
daughter of King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
2nd who was a son of King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale. Burke Sadie Vale was 
among a group of ten cows purchased 
by Professor J. W. Bartlett, head of 
the department of Dairy Husbandry 
at Rutgers. She was selected from 
the herd of W. A. Fee & Son at Cort- 
land, Ohio. 

The sire of the champion Junior 
2-year-old is Sir Colantha Barbara 
Hero 380861, the senior herd sire in 
the College herd. The first six 
daughters of this bull to freshen have 
averaged over 15,000 lbs. of milk as 
Junior 2-year-olds. 

Another interesting thing about

this heifer is that she was just raised 
like a good many other Experiment 
Station calves, on an experimental 
ration, which might just as well have 
stunted her as to have made her 
grow as far as her future was 
planned. She did grow, however, 
from her birth date on January 21, 
1925 until she was 30 days old when 
she was taken off of milk entirely 
and made to live on a dried skim 
milk powder ration. She still grew 
on a dry feed which contained -30 Ibs. 
ground oats, 20 lbs. yellow corn meal, 
20 Ibs. oil meal, 10 lbs. bran and 20 
lbs. dried skim milk powder, and at 6 
months of age she was normal for 
weight and height yet she was just 
heifer No. 161 in the young herd. 
When we heard of her mother’s rec- 
ord we did begin to feel proud of the 
heifer and when her full sister was 
born she received the best of atten- 
tion and is still one of the favorites 
which will freshen in April. Grace 
was fitted on a ration of corn, oats, 
bran and oil meal together with 
soaked beet pulp. She started her 
test on March 30, 1927 with a seven- 
day record of 345.8 lbs. of milk and 
15.414 lbs. butter. She was continued 
on test as is our policy with all two- 
year-olds and was bred June 18, 1927 
to our Junior herd sire, Sir Hartog 
Ormsby Nudine without any idea that 
she had any more chance to be a 
champion than the other test cows in 
the stable. In May and June she 
produced 4,176.6 lbs. of milk and 
137.58 lbs. of fat which were her two 
best months. In November and De- 
cember her last two months she pro- 
duced 3,497.0 lbs. of milk and 122.13 
lbs. of fat. Her average for the year 
was 61.2 lbs. of milk. In September 
which was her lowest month with a 
production of 1,511 lbs. of milk and

HIGH LIGHTS FROM THE A. R, 
REPORT 

Reported Tests Bulletin No. 5 for 
the current year has just been re- 
ceived. This report covers. tests 
received from January 27 to Feb- 
ruary 23, 1928. This is the first 
report this year that has not an- 
nounced at least one record above 
1,000 lbs. fat. There are, however, no 
less than thirty records reported here 
above 1,000 lbs. butter and up to 
1,235 lbs., eight of them in heifer 
form and one of them as senior three- 
year-old in Classification B., High- 
field Colarjtha Sylvia, who sets a 
new high mark for her age in this 
classification with 810.95 lbs. fat.

The high figure for females was $300 paid for Fancy Segis 
Fayne, a seven-year-old granddaughter of Lothian King De Kol Korndyke, 
purchased by Nutwood Farm, Wickliffe, Ohio. A three-year-old granddaughter 
of King Segis Pontiac Konigen, consigned by Nutwood Farms. also brought 
$300, she going to A. W. Stephens, Moorsburg, Pennsylvania. Buyers were 
present from three states outside of Ohio. Thirty-one head were taken by 
seventeen Ohio breeders for an average of $144, twenty head by six Pennsyl- 
vania breeders for an average of $160, four head by one Illinois buyer for an 
average of $205, and four head of youngsters went to three New, York breeders 
for an average of $105.

IOWA BREEDERS HOLD SPRING QUALITY SALE 


The annual spring quality sale held by Iowa Holstein breeders took place 
at Waterloo, Iowa, on March 20, under the auspices of the Iowa Holsteip- 
Friesian Breeders’ Association, Inc. This was one of the most successful gales 
held by the Iowa breeders and was well attended, there being about six hup- 
dred breeders present. Sixty animals were sold for $15,990 or an average of 
$266.50, and the price range was from $100 up to $510 for the top cow. The 
ten bulls in the sale, of which seven were from dams with long-time records, 
averaged $285, which was a little disappointing in view of the good records 
back of them. The fifty females, of which about half of those in milk were 
untested and from untested dams, averaged $262. Eight in milk without rec.

PURE BRED DAIRY ‘SIRES ARE 
GOOD INVESTMENT 

Only 25 per cent of the bulls at the 
head of dairy herds in the United 
States are pure bred, yet thousands 
of pure bred dairy bull calves are 
slaughtered for veal every year be- 
cause there is no demand for them 
as breeders. Undoubtedly some of 
these calves are inferior and ought to 
be slaughtered, says W. E. Winter- 
meyer, dairy husbandman of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, but most of them are far 
superior to the grade and scrub sires 
that are now being used in many 
dairy herds. 

Many dairymen with small and 
medium-size herds, which often con- 
tain poor cows, say they can not 
afford to own a pure bred dairy bull 
because of the high original cost. In 
reality, says Mr. Wintermeyer, these 
men can least afford to own an in- 
ferior bull. 

In a new publication just issued by 
the Bureau of Dairy Industry, as 
Leaflet No. 16-L, ‘Pure bred Dairy 
Sires,” Mr. Wintermeyer quotes 
figures obtained from the records of 
dairy-herd improvement associations 
in all parts of the United States that 
show how rapidly a good dairy sire 
can increase the production of a herd 
of average cows. Cows in these 
herds having an average yearly pro- 
duction of 4,695 pounds of milk and 
179 pounds of butterfat a year and 
mated to pure bred sires. produced 
daughters that averaged 7,607 pounds 
of milk and 300 pounds of butterfat 
a gain in one generation of 2,912 lbs. 
of milk and 121 lbs. of butterfat 
per cow. 

This increase in butterfat produc- 
tion, at 50 cents a pound, is worth 
about $60. Allowing about 25 per 
cent for the extra feed required for 
the higher production, the value of 
the net gain per daughter due tothe 
pure bred sire would be about $45. 
A pure bred bull would need to sire 
only a few such daughters to pay for 
himself, and the yearly income would 
be increased by an amount equal to 
$45 multiplied by the number of his 
producing daughters.

the testing year as possible.

HOW TO CARE FOR THE DAIRY 
COW AT CALVING TIME 


Some simple but important rules to 
follow in caring for the dairy cow that 
is about to freshen are discussed by 
J. B. Shepherd, associate dairy hus- 
bandman of the Bureau of Dairy 
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in Leaflet Number 10-L, 


Industry, 3 J 
“Care of the Dairy Cow at Calving 


Time,” just issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Proper management at this time, 
says Mr. Shepherd, means more living 
calves, fewer sick cows, and better 
chances for a longer period of great- 
er milk and butterfat production. It 
is important that the cow be handled 
at this time so as to prevent injury, 
that she receive a feed ration suitable 
to her condition, and that she be pro- 
perly cared for at calving time. A 
small pasture conveniently located 
makes an ideal calving place in warm 
weather. At other seasons, the best 
place is in a roomy box stall free from 
drafts, thoroughly cleaned, disinfected, 
and well bedded with straw, shavings, 
or other suitable material. 

It is well to stanchion the heifers 
with the milking herd for two or 
three months before they are due to 
calve. They will be easier to handle 
later.
